TM predicts 
$3 increase in 
taxes next year 


Wilmington’s proposed 1977 budget has been delivered to the 
board of selectmen and members of the finance committee by 
Town Manager Sterling Morris. The budget is so called 
because it now starts on July 1, and ends on June 30, 1977. It 
will be the budget to be voted on in the Town Meeting of March 
1976. 

Morris predicts. that if the budget, which encompasses all 
town departments including the schools, and all boards and 
committees, is voted, along with warrant articles and 
statutory charges, the tax rate will increase $3 per thousand 
dollars valuation... The estimated tax rate, he says, is $67 per 
thousand, based on an estimated total valuation of property of 


$147,581,000. 


Under General Remarks, the 
Town Manager divides the 
message into three parts, remark- 
ing on the causes for the increased 
budget. 

He points out that action of the 
Federal Government and the State 
General Court (legislature) have 
had their effect on the 1977 budget, 
a relationship which sometimes 
goes unnoticed. but which adds up 
rapidly when compiled into one 
total sum. 

Increases in costs. he says, fre- 
quently cannot be avoided. To the 
added cost-of a State Primary, and 
a Presidential Election must be 
added the increased cost of 


postage. electrical rates, 
telephone. fuel for heating 
buildings. gasoline, paint, 


pesticides, etc. Also in those items 
1s the “chain reaction” of added 
employees. cost of health in- 
surance caused by a new cost dis- 
tribution. the addition of the 
town’s’ maturing debt structure, 
and the appraised cost of acquired 
land. 


The'second influence, he says, is 
the cost of maintanance of public 
buildings. The public building 
replacement value is $18 millions, 


and the budget requests for.repairs. 


and maintenance is approximately 
$180 thousand. which is one per- 
cent of the total investment. The 


requests represent primarily 
items concerned with safety of the 
people who use the buildings as 
well as a protection of the Town’s 
investment. Morris declares that 
the cost is not excessive. 

The third. and not too obvious in- 
fluence on the cost of operating the 
government. Morris declares, is 
the escalating cost of all types of 
insurance. 

Wilmington is faced with the im- 
mediate cancellation of 
workmen's compensation in- 
surance. he declares. because the 
insurance carrier has been paying 
out in claims over twice as much 
as was being paid in premiums. 


Also. he says. the expected, 


minimum of group health in- 
surance is thirty percent over that 
of last year. Because of this 
problem. a firm of experts in in- 
surance was hired by the town, in 
September. to study the entire in- 
surance coverage. including 
property and liability insurance. 

Wilmington has already set up an 


’ Accident and Health Control 


program to combat the added 
costs of workmen's compensation 
insurance. designed to evaluate 
factors. and to recommend 
methods to prevent future ac- 
cidents. The present economic 
loss. Morris declares, is a major 
cost item in the 1977 budget. 


The final influence onthe — 


departments, 
cluding the school department. 
Included in this is the rate of pa: 
the town is willing to pay, plus the 
sometimes unknown costs of ser- - 
vices. and the unknown projections 
of statutory charges and receipts 
from the State and Federal 
Governments. 

This vear the town has turned to 

the services of a labor relations 
counsel to obtain expert guidance 
in the field of collective bargain- 
ing. The economy is a grave 
problem. and must be recognized 
as a major factor in all wage 
negotiations. and future tax rates. 
The restraints of the wage adjust- 
ment. he declares. are severe in 
the budget. 
Wilmington is also faced this 
year with the problem of how to 
handle adequately solid waste, in 
order to meet the minimum re- 
quirements of the State Board of 
Health. Morris has not included 
the proposed budget. 

There is a need. he declares, for 
a more sophisticated system of ac- 
counting in Wilmington. because of 
the new double annual tax billing. 
The town. the town manager says, 
will have to either combine an 
operation with other ‘accounting 
procedures. or else use a computer 
through the Shawsheen Valley 
School. Both possibilities are be- 
ing explored.

West Intermediate School roof repairs 


The Superintendent of Public 
Buildings. Roy McClanahan, 
appeared before the Finance Com- 
mittee on December 15 to discuss 
repairs to the roof of the West 
Intermediate School 

The roof is leaking. A new roof 
will cost $120.000. 

There were two questions. 

The first was relating to how 
long the roof had been there. The 


building. McClanahan said, was 10 
vears old. The life expectancy of a 
flat roof is seven years. 

If it had been a pitched roof 
there would be a longer life expec- 
tancy. maybe 15 years. 

The second question related to 
whether or not all the roof had to 
be done at one time - this year.

A-protest on No. 10 


Route 129 Alternative 


A few years ago an alternative 
for Route 129, through Wilmington, 
was a distinct possibility. 


Rep. Fred F. Cain of Wilmington proposed 


had gotten the stafe to build a new 
bridge over the railroad, near Roc- 
co's restaurant, to replace the old 
Shawsheen Ave. bridge. 

A new roadway was plotted, 
from the bridge, over Clark Street, 
Middlesex Avenue and Church 
Street in Wilmington, to rejoin 
Route 129 near the Fred Cain gar- 
age. where Routes 38 and 129 
meet. south of Wilmington Square. 

Middlesex County engineers had 

laid out the proposed road, some 
money had been appropriated, and 
it looked as though things were 
ready to get moving. 

Then things began to happen. 
Several things. The principal one 
was that the Federal government, 
through the Environmental 
Protection Agency, got busy 
Wilmington’s selectmen and 
Wilmington’s planning board were 
told that, before one shovel of dirt 
could be moved there would have 
to be a complete re-examination of 
the route. in all respects. This was 
to be certain that nothing would 
happen. in an ecological way, that 
would harm Wilmington or its en- 
virons. A five year delay was en- 
visioned. 

A Boston firm, Barnes & Jarnis, 
was employed to do the work, and 
to assist the Mass. Department of 
Public Works in the survey. They 
were ‘bound, by instruction, to 
listen to every suggestion, every 
complaint. There have been many 
meetings. most of which have been 


the start, basically the saine as the 
Fred Cain route of a few years ago 
- which is the same as other routes 
up to 50 years ago by 
residents of Wilmington now 
deceased. Number 10 would cross 
Parker Street and would also cross 
Molloy Road. It would be about six 
hundred feet easterly of Lowell 
Street. and easterly of Strout 
Avenue, and eventually would join 
Route 93 at the present in- 
terchange. ‘ 

There is something to be said for 
Proposal. No. 10, in the terms of 
long range planning. It would 
shunt the out of town-through traf- 
fic away from Wilmington Square, 
and relieve that area of some 
tremendous traffic problems. 

The Wilmington planning board, 
after due consideration endorsed 
the idea expressed by proposal 
Number 10. The board added some 
stipulations which, from a vir 
ni viewpoint, can be said to 
inane sense. It wants a thorough 
concept of what the zoning will be, 
in order to prevent more conges- 
tion, in future years. 

Even while the planning board 
was endorsing’ Number 10 the 
residents of the Allen Park area 
were beginning to protest. Allen 
Park is a flat area, near Parker 
Street. in which several dozen 
homes were built only.a few years 
ago. The planning board, before 
the proposed plans for that area 
were approved, insisted on a se- 
cond exit - one that was named 
Molloy Road. The idea was, the 
planning board said, to have two 
exits from Allen Park Drive, as a 


That discussion was held in the 
Barrows Auditorium of the High 
School on December 15. There 
were 135 persons present, in addi- 
tion to the Barnes & Jarnis people 
and from the State DPW. 

The 17 proposals were reviewed, 
and the present four were review- 
ed. 


But, before the Allen Park 
meeting could be held, the

route-through Wilmington, with a 
few drastic changes. The railroad 
bridge would have to be lifted six 
feet. There would be an elevated 
roadway through the Wilmington 
Square area. Business structures 
would disappear. The road would 
be widened, as much as possible. 

But very few homes would be 
touched. 

The December 15 meeting had 
its expected results. The residents 
of the Allen Park area had things 
to say. They were unhappy. They 


. considered they were being block- 


ed off. so that through traffic could 
get through. . ‘ 

Rep. Fred Cain had his say, too. 
He told those present that the pre- 
sent planning had gone far beyond 
what he had asked for, when he 
had begun his work on a Route 129 
Alternative. 

All he was seeking, he said, was 
a simple solution, two roads, each 
one way, to take care of the con- 
gestion in Wilmington Square. 

As he had things laid out, only 
one home would be involved, this

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A gravel pit question at Foster’s Pond 


Wilmington for the past 15 years 
has had gravel questions, stem- 
ming in’ good degree from the 
operations of the so-called gravel 
merchants who sold gravel to the 
highway contractors, for 
Interstate Route 93 and 125. 

The Board of Selectmen and the 
Town Counsel were frequently in 
court. trying to stop. trying to have 
regulations on the removal of 
gravel. They did not succeed. 

In one instance a justice of the 
Superior Court went out and view- 
ed Cronin’s well ordered gravel 


- pit. northerly of Salem Street, and 


an illegal operation which was 
stripping everything from the 
southerly side of Salem Street, in 
the same area. The judge was un- 
able to see.any difference in the 
two operations. 

Gravel is a needed commodity. 
The sale of ‘gravel is a lucrative 
business. [Illegal operations of 
years past still scar the landscape. 

New residents are shocked, and 
tend to blame the present town 
government. There is always 
someone to stand up, at a ‘‘gravel 
hearing” and declaim about the 
gravel pits of the past, in 
Wilmington. 

Perhaps the selectmen could 
take those persons over to the 
Burlington Mall, and show what 
was done to one gravel pit of the 
past. It never has been done, but 
that is an idea. 

Fosters Pond is a nice artificial 
pond. mostly in Andover, which 
just borders on Wilmington, for a 
few feet. 

The land around Fosters Pond is 
closely held. That which is in 
Wilmington and nearby Andover is 
held by a group of residents who, 
have a Fosters Pond Association 
and there are deeds, extant, by 
which the owner has promised to 
give the Corporation the “refusal 
tight” before selling the land to 
another person. 

Like Wilmington, the personnel 
of Fosters Pond is changing. Many 


.who have lived there for years 


have moved. Other faces are com- 
ing in. 

A year or two ago the people of 
Fosters Pond sponsored a hearing, 
before the Wilmington selectmen, 
for the sale of some gravel in 
Wilmington, in land which is part 


of the Fosters Pond area. 

The man named to do the work 
was Ed DeLoury. Mr. DeLoury is 
a highly responsible operator, who 
has a record of always conducting 
a “clean” operation. He was to 
sell gravel, and with the proceeds 
he was to construct roads in the 
Fosters Pond area. A hill would be 
removed. in the process, as he 
always does. Everything seems to 
be according to the grade that was 
established when the license was 
issued. 

Now another license is sought, 
nearly at Fosters Pond. The per- 
son seeking the license is Leland 
Chisholm. retired, and his son, 
also Leland Chisholm, an 
architect. Mr. Chisholm is one of 
the dld timres. He first spent a 
summer near Fosters Pond in 
1910. and he has beefi a resident of 
Wilmington. in that area, since 
about 1930. 

During the Korean War, while 
his son was in the Army, Leland 
bought some four or five acres of 
Fosters Pond land. He bought the 
land for his son - for a future 
homesite. or something like that. 
The codicil about the Fosters Pond 
Corporation having first refusal 
was in the deed. 

Leland Chisholm has appeared 
before the selectmen several 
times during the past year. He 
seeks to grow Christmas trees on 
that land he and his son. He seeks 
to level off the land and meanwhile 
sell the excess gravel. 

The old gravel question again. 
Two selectmen have been in favor 
of allowing Chisholm to remove 
gravel, for his operation. Three 
are opposed. That is a typical divi- 
sion 

Leland Chisholm, father and son, 
appeared before the Selectmen on 
Dec. 15. They had with them (1) 
an attorney, James Killam of 
Melrose and 12 neighbors, all from 
the Andover side of the line. The 
neighbors were not in favor of any 
license being granted. 

Attorney Killam described the 
Christmas Tree operation. Fifteen 
hundred trees had been planted, on 
l'z acres - Scotch Pine and 
Douglas Fir. In seven years, he 
said. those trees could be sold as 

Christmas trees. 

This is, Killam said, an earnest

farming operation.’ One and a half 
million trees are sold. each year, 
in Massachusetts. Of those only 
100.000 are grown in this state. 

The land. he said. could be 
devoted to single family residence, 
in a rural area. or to farming. He 
felt that the Chisholms would be 
turning an unproductive area into 
a productive one.
